Yeslorday's Market Features,

WasHINGTON, D.C.,Jan. 19. —Chief Justice
Fuller has rendered the opinion of the
Supreme Court in the case of A. C, Petri et
al, plaintifis in error, versusthe Commer-
cial National Bank of Chiecazo, the court
affirming the judgment of the United States
Circuit Court for the Northern district of
Texas in favor of the bank. The question
in this case was whether or not a national
bank in one State ean bring suit against a
eitizen of another State in the distriet in
which such citizen lives, by reason alone of
diverse citizenship. After an elaborate re-
view of the national bank act the Court an-
swers the question in the affirmative.

The court affirmed the decision of the
Kentucky Court of Appeals in the suit be-
tween the Louisville Water Company and
the Sheriff of Jeflerson county, Ky. The
ease has been bitterly contested, and the
decision ends in favor of the county. The
point raised was as to the exemption of the
water company from taxation, it contend-

TWO CHEROKEE ENVOYS

On Thelr Way to Washington to See About
Strip Matters.
8r. Louis, Jan. 19.—E C. Boudinot and
T. M. Buffington, delegates of the Cherokee
Nation, left here yesterday on their way
to Washington to look after legislative mat-
ters affecting the interesis of their people.
Mr. Boudinot, befors his departure, said
their principal work will be to urge the rat-
ification by Congress of the'agreement for
the sale of the Cherokee Sirip. The treaty
rovides for the removal of all intruders
m the reservation and that the Govern-
ment will go into a genersl accounting with
reference to financial transaciions dating
back as far as 1817, whereby the nation will
receive between §2,000, and $3,000,000
for lands which have been unlawfuily sp-
propriated and never paid for. Mr. Boudi-
not says the report, which has gained wide
circulation, that Cherokees were moving on
the choicest lnnds of the Strip and staking
them off is entirely false. A clause was in-
serted to protect some 70 Indians who had
already settled there and made improve-
ments, and that was all there was in it.

the mother of George Washington, at Fred-
ericksburg; for the ereetion of a monument
to Robert Dale Owen in the grounds of the
Smithsonian Institotion; for the purchase

of a portrait of Henry Clay painfed by
Healey in 1845; for a monament to Joun
Ericsson, constructor of the vessel ealled
the Monitor; nnd several other works of
lesser importance.

Quay as a Connolssenr,

Senator Quay will have full opportunity
for the exercise of those msthetic qualities
with which he is so amply ondowed in
passing those *“works of art.” The portrait
of Lincoln is clasimed to have been painted
from life, but I am told the eclaim was not
made until long after Lincoln’s death. Tt
isa full length affmir, lifeless, mechanical.
crude, the work of an artist of no reputa-
tion, yet §15,000 is asked for it after its be-
ing bawked about in the market unsold all
these years, The artist’s name is said to
be Travis. For Healey's porurait of Henry
Clay £3,000 is the price fixed. It was
painted in his young days by an artist who
never painted remarkably well, but who
has bhad for long wyears a world-wide
reprutation and who lias probably painted
more portraits of royalty and other notable
people than any other one artist of the Jast
half century. I believe the portrait has
been in the market for many years. It
must be an indifferent work to be offered
for 85,000, or else the present owner 'is
sadly in need of funds.

Tt may be assumed that Mr. Albert Bier-
stadt will be before another Congress, if not
this one, as n dealer in his own pictures
He isnow in the city, and announces with a
flourish that be is engaged npon four great
paintings representing inecidents of the
short career of Christopher Columbns
on the Western Hemisphere. He “states
that they nre intended for the World's Ex-
position, but it is quite certain they will
turn up soon after they have served their
purpose at Chicago in a committee room at
the Capitol.

Bierstadt's Highest Aspiration,

Mr. Bierstadt exhibits his convictions as
as to the meaning of high art when he tells
us that he has twice visited the West In-
dies, once visited Spain and contemplates
another visit to Spain to make exact sketches
of places from which Columbuns sailed and
where he landed. His grandest in-
spiration in his econtemplation of this
huge subject of Columbus apparently
soars no higher than lizeral topography.
For Mr. Bierstadt's repuiation he should
replace at hiz own expense the wretched
landscapes which now stare members of the
House of Ilepresentatives in the face when
they are in their seats with something more
nearly approaching a work of art before
knocking at the doors of Congress for further
patronnge.
